Such severe pruning should 
never be done after the flow of sap has 
Started in the spring, but always when 
the wood is dormant. 

In cultivating peach orchards, it is 
the common practice to plow away from 
the trees in the spring, then harrow 
the ground, and by the middle of June 
plow again, this time throwing the 
earth toward the trees, leveling the 
ground ond doing all after-cultivation 
withthe harrow. Some successful ; each 
growers do not plow at all, but loosen 
the ground in the spring with the disc 
or cut-away harrow, doing all after- 
cultivation with the same tool or a 
common harrow, aiming at all times 
to have a mulch of mellow earth up

Delicious pancakes are made from 
two egys beaten light two cups of 
sweet milk, a pinch of salt and cre 
of sugar, with enough sifted flour 
beaten into it, to make a thin, smcoth 
batter. These should be friedacrisp 
brown and arranged on a plate with 
jam spread between each. 1 hey should 
be served hot with thi-k cream, which 
is betuer if whipped This mates a de- 
licious dess¢rt. This same latter, made 
atrifle heavier, can be used for appe 
cakes. The apples should be sliced 
very thin and fine and chopped up 
and mixed with a little sugar in the 
hatter. If fried acrisp brown and 
served with butter and sugar they are 
fe) cious. Unsweetened app'e sauce 
caay also be used. As ths is the apple 
wason, such cakes are excelent just 
now. Butterm Ik may be used instead 
of sweet milk, but a teaspoonful of so- 
da dissolved in a little warm water 
should he stirred into the batter just 
before baking the cakes. Rich buiter- 
milk makes deli ious batter cakes but 
poda is always necessary to sweeten it. 


Sour cream may also be used in the 
same way. 
Corn meal griddle cakes are very 


good fer a change. And. by the way 
it is best to have different kinds of 
cakes every day or the family may tire 
of them. Take two cupfuls of fine 
corn meal, one heaping ta)lespoon‘ul 
of white flour and a pinch of salt. 
Reat one egg up lightly and add two 
and one-half cups of sour cream, milk, 
or buttermilk, into which has been 
beaten a teaspoonful of baking soda. 
Mix all together and fry in small 
cakes. Serve with syrup. Canned 
corn in pancakes is very good. Mix 
acupful of canned corn in a batter 
as for the apple cakes. Mash it a little 
first with a spoon or the potato mash- 
er. 

For another change use rice. Rice 
cakes are favorites with many people. 
Boil the rice in slightly salted water 
until the grains are full ani soft, vet 
not cooked into a mush. Mix it with 
milk, salt, a pinch of sugar and enough 
flour to bold it together when baked. 


These cakes are necessarily thick and | 


require a little longer to bake than 
the others. Serve with jelly, jam or 
preserves, and if a little cream is add- 
ed so much the better. 

Anotber time make graham cakes, 
using two-thirds graham and one-third 
wheat flour. Oatmeal, also, 
wholesome and appetizing latter cakes, 
used in the same proportion as graham 


flour. Sausage cakes are l-ked by many | 
and should ba tried for a change. The) 


sausage meat should be very fine and 
may be cooked or uncooked. It should 
he thorcughiy mixed with the flour. 
The twaten ege should be added to the 
milk with a little salt, if the meat is 


unsalted and all mixed to the consis- | 


tency of corn meal hatter. 

When stale bread accumulates rapid- 
ly. it mav be used for very good pan- 
cakes. The bread should be slowly 
dried in the oven until crisp and then 
rolled fine as possible. Mix two cup- 
fuls of crumbs with @ pint of milk and 
soak thoroughly. Add two beaten eggs 
and a pinch of salt and sugar with 
enough flour to hold the ingredients 
together. If too stiff more milk may 
be added. Fry in plenty of butter in 
smal! cakes.

4 New Year's Dinuer, like Thanks- 
giving and Christmas, is included in 
the category of Foliday Dinners, and 
for that reason the old-time holiday 
disbes are well suited to it, especially 
if a simpte dinner is desired.

THE WAY TO WORK BUTTER. 


The use of a barrel or box churn is | 
now quite general, yet many cling to 
the old-fashioned dash variety. With 
the latter it is almost invariably cus- 
,; tomary to churn until the butter comes 
‘in a bard lump. or solid mass. Gran- 
‘ular butter can be made in a dash 
churn as well as in the most approved 
of modern models. The whole secret 
| lies in stopping the churning at the 
proper time. This is when the butter 
particles appear about the size of wheat 


kernels. The old rule used to require | 


a steady motion of the dasher until 
the butter had gathered sufficiently to 
hold this up when rested upon’ the 
jtop of it. By lifting the butter in 
‘granules from the churn with @ ladle 
|or skimmer, the buttermilk can be eas- 
lily washed out in the butter bowl, 
Too much washing undoubtedly  in- 
'jures the flavor. While it is general- 
lly conceded that washing until the

One 
test of sufficient working is to make 
a watfer-like pat with a portion of it, 
using the dadle of course, then lift one 
sie and fold together. If it almost 
folds over without becoming broken 
yet finally does break, it is worked en- 
ough. 

Overworking butter is injurious, 
rendering it salvy and spoiling the 
grein. Insufficient working leaves an 
excess of water incorporated with it and 
also eaves the butter mottled and 
Slieuked in appearance after standing 
a few hours. ihe whole operacion may 
as well be done at once as to let it 
remain with the salt insufficiently 
blended for several hours. then rework 
it. Every butter-maker knows how dif- 
ficult this is when the butter has be- 
come bardened. It is well-nigh impos- 
sible to get it properly warmed. Try 
the once working plan and you~ are 
sure to like it, especially in very cold 
weathen 


PLANNING AN ICE HOUSE. 


The proper requirements of an ice 
house are first, a dry foundation per- 
fectly sealed against entrance of air; 
second an air-tight, non-conducting 
|wall around the ice of such a charact- 
‘er that any damp that might exist or 
happen in the wall, says Massachusetts 
Ploughman, may be evaporated from 
the outside and thus tend, by the in- 
fluence of evaporation to cool the wall, 
third, a well ventilated cover or roof, 
through which a current of air may 
'pass by which moisture gathering in 


the covering over the body of the ice | 
may be evaporated, with the result of | 


keeping the covering dry and cool; 
fourth. a solid body of ice packed so 
that all biocks, closely fitting, or hav- 
ing the spaces between them filled 
‘with small ice or the powdered frag- 
,ments made in the filling swept into 
| the crevices, make a singie solid block 
;of ice. These requisites are 
; cured by a wooden house with double 
walls filled in between with any dry, 
|porous gubstance so as to secure 


|as many minute air spaces as possible. | 
| Dry sawdust answers this purpose bet-. 
Dry tan-bark | 
| comes next; fine charcoal next, and aft-' 


{ter than anything else. 


, er these dry forest leaves closely press- 
ed down will serve the purpose. The 


| house should be placed on elevated dry’ 


| ground, exposed to the wind and air 
land having no shade. It should have 
'a tight roof with gables open to the 
lair, sv that a free current of air may 
| pass through and over the covering of 
oe ice, keeping this covering dry and 
perfectly sustaining its porosity, which 
| would be destroyed if the covering 
'ghould be wet and soggy. Inside the 
| floor should be sealed against the en- 
trance of air with the greatest care. 
This is the weakest part of an _ ice- 
house and is to be looked after particul- 
jarly. A femented floor ia the best. 
i There should be a good drainage on the 
floor by making several small chan- 
nels all conveying to one corner,where 
a perfect air-trap made like an S laid 
on its side is placed, in which water 
will always stay thus preserving the 
| bottom from access of air which would 
otherwise enter and soon cut a way 
through the ice. If thease requisites are 
secured, no inside packing is needed; 
the ice may be packed close to the in- 
ner wall. Another safeguard is to have 
the ice cut in blocks so that the joints 
are broken, as for instance, 16 by 24 
or 12 by 18. three feet lengthwise cross- 
ing two thus effectually preventing cir- 
culation of air through the mass. To 
illustrate the advantage and effect of 
this. it may be mentioned that ice cut 


in this way has been packed out of 
doors in a pile and merely covered by 
a heap of refuse tan-bark and simply

grow upon trees deficient in natural 
vigor and hardiness, and that some of 
the finest varieties for eating  pur- 
poses are smnall. But there is no neces- 
sary relation between the quality of 
the fruit and its size or the hardiness 
of its tree. 

Many fine dessert fruits are large, 
and their trees hardy and productive; 
and not al! small fruits are of good 


quality. Many seedlings are small and 
of poor flavor, and therefore do not 
often appear in fruit lists. 

Facts show that high quality and 


smail size do not necessarily go togeth- 
er. And the fact that all the small- 
sized, unhardy and unproductive var- 
ieties listed by nurseymen are of sup- 
erb quality, merely shows that asmall 
or weak variety is not introduced un- 
less its fruit is of such exceptionally 
fine quality as to warrant its cultiva- 
tion. notwithstanding its delicate con- 
stitution. 


PIGS NEED SUNLIGHT. 

A young pig is much like a flower; 
it must have plenty of sunlight to make 
it develop and grow into usefulness. 
Many afine litter has been seriously 
injured for the lack of it. A writer 
makes the following sensible remarks: 
“\Where farmers have a hog house in 
which a number of brooi sows are hav- 
ing their litters, we advise putting in 
cheap sash on the south side, which can 
be done very easily and, at present 
prices at small cost. A ‘brood = sow 
should never be allowed to produce a 
litter in a dark place. The north side 
of a building is no place for her at all. 


Choose the south side, or the east if | 


nothing better can be done, and let 
there be plenty of glass windows to 
admit the sunlight. In the summer 
time these windows can be removed and 
their place taken by some kind of 
screen, or, if nothing better, a coarse 
gunny sack, which will admit the air 
and keep out the flies if pigs are to be 
kept in the building. A little atten- 
tion to this matter of light will save 
plenty of money and prevent serious 
| disappointment.” 


BARN VENTILATION. 

An ingenious way of securing ventila- 
tion on a long barn with two cupolas 
was as follows: There were large win- 
dows in the cupola, and a stick run 


‘across from one window to the other, 


that was six inches longer than the cup- 
ola was wide. The stick fastened onto 
these windows. Now. when the south 
wind was blowing hard, it shut that 
south window and fastened out the one 
on the north side, and when the north 
wind was blowing hard, it shut the 
‘north window and pushed open the win- 
dow on the south side six inches and 
in that way formed a certain amount 
of ventilation in the top of the barn. 
From the stables there ran ventilat- 
ing flues that opened out near the roof. 
it wasavery ingenious way of securing

Tremendous pressure was brought to 
bear on the Government by the twine 
manufacturers aod certain “ prominent 
Liberals ” to have the duty restored 
And these manufacturers boasted after 
their interview that they were going to 
succeed. This gave rise to a strong 
protest in the west and in other 
quarters. I learn on the best authority 
that the Government does not intend, 
and never did intend, to restore the 
duty. This announcement will be re- 
ceived with great sa:isfaction in the 
West. The feeling in Government 
circles is strongly in favor of further 
reductions on a number of other articles 
of special importancetothe North. West.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


Opening of the Third Session— 
Many Important Kicasures 
to be Considcred. 


The third session of the Dominion parlia- 
ment opened on Thursday, Feb, 3rd, and 
pron.i-es to be one of unusual interest. Lord 
Aberdeen’s speech, among other things, re- 
ferred to **the remarkable advance in the 
political importance and m terial prosperity 
of Canada during the year just closed. and 
also to the Jubilee ceremomes and preferen- 
tial tariff. The chief items in the program 
me of business to he laid before the House 
were indicated by reference to the Yukon 
railway contract and the necessity for meas- 
ures for the preservation of law and order 
in the distant and almost inexceasible locsl- 
ity of the Klondyke ; to the Superannuation 
Act whicr requires amendment; to the 
' Franchise Act which wil! be repealed ; and 

to the Prohibition Plebiscite. provision for 
which will be mage’ [tis noticeable that 
none but matters of the very highestmoment 
are touched upon.
